A special meeting of the Palm Beach County Library Advisory Board was 
called to order by Mr, Paul Speicher, Vice-Chairman, at 8:00 p.m. on 
Monday, January 31, 1972, at the Library Headquarters in Building 
$862, Palm Beach International Airport, West Palm Beach, Florida, for 
the purpose of considering the specifications for furnishings and 
equipment for the new building, the legislative program of the Florida 
Library Association, correspondence from the Secretary of State's 
Office and the matter of the State Librarian Search Committee, Title I 
of the Library Services and Construction Act, membership in the Florida 
Library Association, and miscellaneous correspondence and reports. 


A quorum was duly declared with the following members in attendance: 

Mr. Paul Speicher, Vice-Chairman, Mrs, Marian Bleech, Mr. T. W. Casselman, 
Mr. Don Combs, Mrs, W, E. Eckler, Mrs. Joseph R. Orsenigo, Mrs. Jean 
Pipes, Mrs. Charles Taffel, and Mr. Alfred Weeks, Also in attendance 

was Florence E. Biller, Library Director. 


Those who did not attend the meeting were: Mr, Russell 0. Anderson, 
Mr. Herbert L. Gildan, Mrs. Shirley Kohl, Mrs. Alan S. Rush, and 
Mr. Robert Stevens. 


The Library Director presented the specifications for the furnishings 
and library equipment which had been prepared by Cecil Beach, the 
Building Consultant. Mrs. Eckler moved the adoption of Resolution 
No. 96, approving and recommending the specifications. Mrs. Taffel 
seconded the motion. Following discussion, the motion carried 
unanimously. 


The legislative program of the Florida Library Association was discussed. 
It was decided that no action would be taken without further information, 
but that individuals would write to the members of the legislative 
delegation if they wished to. 


The Library Director read a letter from the Secretary of State to the 
Chairman of the Library Advisory Board in reply to a letter of inquiry 
about the composition of the Florida State Library Advisory Council 
and the lack of representation from South Florida. The Secretary's 
letter invited recommendations for future appointments. 


The Library Director also reported the resignation of the State Librarian 
and the appointment of a Search Committee which included five repre- 
sentatives from four public libraries, 


Mrs. Pipes made a motion that the Chairman of the Library Advisory Board 
be requested to write to the Secretary of State, thanking him for his 
letter and again expressing concern over lack of representation from 
South Florida, and submitting the names of Mrs. Eckler and Mr. Gildan 
for consideration for future appointment to the Council. He was also 
to express the concern of the Library Advisory Board over the propriety 
of having representatives from public libraries having a vested interest 
in State and Federal grants on a Search Conmittee for a new State 
Librarian, 


Mrs, Orsenigo seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director reported that no recent information was available

There being no corrections or amendments to the minutes for the regular 
meeting of November 16, 1971, and the special meetings of December 13, 
1971 and January 31, 1972, they were approved as written. 


The Chairman of the Library Board reported on a letter he had received 
from the Secretary of State in response to his letter recommending possible 
appointments to the State Library Council and also commenting on the 
propriety of having a State Library Search Committee composed of members 
from public libraries with a vested interest in State and Federal grants. 


The Library Director reported that requests for new stops for the 
Mobile Library were being received, and she vould present at the next 
meeting a suggested list of criteria for establishing stops and a rating 
system for discontinuing stops which were not successful. She also 
reported that the circulation on the Mobile Library had been 1,000 or 
over on two occasions in February and that at this rate of circulation 
the Mobile Library could circulate over 250,000 books a vear, two and a 
half times that for one unit in the Arthur D. Little study report of the 
Library System. This, however, is the exception rather than the rule at 
the present time but Nobile Library service does have this potential in 
Palm Beach County with sufficient staff and mobile units, 


The Library Director read a memorandum she had received from the County 
Administrative Office with regard to the use of films in schools and her 
reply and explanation of the policy that County Public Library films are 
not available for use in schools. The matter was discussed and the 
Library Board members concurred in the explanation of the policy. 


The Library Director reported on the information she had received in 
connection with the Florida Library Association legislative program. 
No action was taken on this program. 


A resolution recommending for the 1972-73 fiscal year an agreement between 
the member libraries and the County without change from last vear's 
contract was presented. Mr. Speicher made a motion that this resolution 
be adopted. Mrs.Eckler seconded the motion, and the motion carried 
unanimously. 


The Library Director recommended that the position of Library Director 
be removed from the Classified System and be made an exempt posit ion. 
She reported that it was a common practice in libraries for the Director- 
chin ta he an evemnf nnsitinn. Mrs. Mekler moved that a resolution 


applications because of poor time scheduling on the part of the Florida 
State Library. It was the opinion of the Library Advisory Board that 
more time should be allowed by the State Library to prepare these letters 
of intent to apply for funds, and sufficient time be allowed to have them 
approved by the Board of County Commissioners.

The regular meeting of the Palm Beach County Public Library Advisory

A quorum was duly declared with the following members in attendance:

Also in attendance was 
Florence E, Biller, Library Director.

There being no corrections or amendments to the minutes, they were 
approved as written. 


The Library Director read a letter from the Secretary of State to the 
Chairman of the Advisory Board in response to a letter about the State 
Library Advisory Council and the Search Committee which was being used 
for the purpose of recruiting for a new State Librarian, 


A letter from a patron of the film service, comnending the library and 
the personnel on the good service, was also read by the Director, 


The Library Director explained that it had been necessary for her to 
file Notifications of Intent to Apply for Federal Funds for Fiscal 

1973 by March 15, 1972, in order to be eligible for Federal funds. 

She read the three Notices which she had filed, one for a program of 
service to the disadvantaged, including the migrant population, for 

a grant of $54,000; a second for an improvement grant for a program of 
extension and enrichment of the System service generally, following 

the recommendations of the Arthur D, Little Report, in an amount of 
$85,000; and a third for a project for service to the aging in an amount 
of $10,000. She explained that these programs followed the suggestion 
of the State Library that the national, regional and State priorities 
be considered in the development of local programs. This has been done 
in each case in that service to the economically disadvantaged is a 
national education priority, service to the aging is a regional priority, 
and the improvement grant is a State priority. 


Mrs. Eckler made a motion approving the filing of the three Notifications 
of Intent to Apply for Federal Funds. Mr. Speicher seconded the motion. 
After considerable discussion, the motion carried unanimously. 


The Director presented and explained Resolution No. 99 which recommends 
that the Director's position be reclassified from a Grade 25 to a Grade 
26, and that the E step salary be paid upon reclassification. 

Mrs. Taffel moved that the resolution be adopted and Mr. Weeks seconded 
the motion, 


The Director explained that upon investigation since the last meeting, 
it appeared to be preferable at this time to keep the position within the 
classification system but reclassify ic so as to establish a salary range 
anmnavehte with other library administrator positions in the State of

The Director presented Resolution No. 100 recommending the Taxing 
District for the 1972 tax rolls. She explained that the District was 
the same as the 1971 Taxing District except for University Park which 
is now a part of Boca Ràton, Mr, Speicher made a motion, that the 
resolution be adopted, and Mrs. Rush seconded the motion. The motion 
carried unanimously. 


The Library Director presented a list of 14 criteria to be applied in 
establishing Mobile Library stops in the urban areas of Palm Beach 
County as an interim statement, to be modified as deemed desirable 
after a suitable length of time of implementation. 


Mrs. Taffel made a motion that the statement be adopted, and Mr. Speicher 
seconded the motion. The motion carried unanimously. 


In the course of the discussion, Mr. Speicher suggested that developers 
be encouraged to allocate space for libraries as they planned new 
developments throughout Palm Beach County. It was agreed that 
recommended standards for public library buildings in such areas be 
made available for developers in the future. 


The Library Director expressed the opinion that "rules and regulations," 
particularly with regard to public safety, should be developed and made 
official for the County Library, particularly since they may be required 
upon the opening of the new building, Various problems which libraries 
face today in connection with public safety were discussed, and it was 
agreed that a suggested statement of "rules and regulations" would be 
developed. 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 9:45 p.m.

Also in attendance was Florence F. Biller, 
Library Director. 


Those who did not attend the meeting were: Mr. Russell 0. Anderson, 
Mrs. Marian Bleech, Mr. Don Combs, Mrs. Shirley Kohl, Mrs. Jean Pipes, 
Mr. Robert Stevens, and Mr. Alfred Weeks. 


Also present were Mrs. Jolly of West Palm Beach, and her daughter, 

who accompanied Mrs. Taffel to the meeting. The Chairman invited 

Mrs. Jolly to present her matter of concern to the Library Advisory 
Board. Mrs. Jolly, who resides in the general area of 54th Street in 
West Palm Beach, requested reading room service in the northern area 

of West Palm Beach, pointing out that there was no library service in 
that area, and that for retired people such as herself, it was difficult 
to obtain library service. She stated that many retired people no longer 
drove cars and that bus service, if available, was expensive. 


The Chairman of the Library Board expressed sympathy over this problem 
but pointed out that the City of West Palm Beach, rather than the 
County, provided service to the people of West Palm Beach, and the 
suggestion was made that she approach the Library Director and the 
Library Board of West Palm Beach about the problem. She was advised 
that the responsibility of the County Library Advisory Board for mak 
available direct service to patrons within their own political juris 
dictions was restricted to the unincorporated area and the municipalities 
which did not operate libraries and were therefore dependent upon the 
County Library for their service. 


Mrs, Jolly and her daughter thanked the Board for its attention and 
left the meeting at this time. 


There being no corrections or amendments to the minutes, Mrs. Fckler 
moved that they be accepted as received. Mrs. Orsenigo seconded the 
motion, and the motion passed unanimously. 


Mrs. Eckler reported that she had learned that the new City Council in 
Boca Raton did not understand about the contract between the County and 
the City of Boca Raton for participation in the County Library System. 
She suggested that in the future the letter of transmittal for the 
contract refer the person receiving the contract to the member of the 
County Library Board most closely identified with the particular 
community. It was agreed that this would be an excellent procedure for 
future years. 


The Library Director requested the menbers present to sign their names 
on a sheet of paper exactly as they wished them to appear on the plaque 
to be placed in the lobby of the new County Library Headquarters building.

The Library Director reported that she had received a phone call from 
a staff member of the Tuberculosis and Respiratory Disease Association 
of Southeast Florida, Inc., inquiring as to whether or not smoking 
would be allowed in the new Library building. The inquirer was 
advised that no decision had been made about this at this time. 


The Library Director reported that she had received a phone call from 
the City Clerk's Office of Royal Palm Beach inquiring about how to 
become a part of the County Library Taxthg District and the County 
Library System for library service, Interest in becoming a part of the 
District in the next fiscal year was expressed, and information on how 
to go about this was provided, : 


The members received draft copies of two "Letters of Intent" for Federal 
grants, one for Service to the Economically Disadvantaged and one for 
Service to the Aging, They also received a draft copy of the proposed 
Five-Year Plan which was necessary to be submitted in connection with the 
Application for an Improvement Grant. These. documents were discussed, 
and it was pointed out that the proposal for Service to the Economically 
Disadvantaged also included service to the aging who were living on low 
retirement incomes. Therefore, the request for a $10,000 grant for 
Service to the Aging was not disproportionate to the request for $54,000 
for Service to the Economically Disadvantaged, including the economically 
disadvantaged older people. It was also pointed out that the County 
Library System serves many retired people at the present time. 


Mrs. Eckler made a motion that Resolution No. 101, recommending that the 
Board of County Commissioners approve the submission of the two "Letters 
of Intent" and the Application for the Tmprovement Grant and sign ‘all 
necessary documents, be approved. Mrs, Rush seconded the motion, and 
the motion carried, 


The Chairman of the Board reported that he had spoken to the Chairman of 
the. Courity Commissioners and to the County Administrator about the 
Director's classification, and that it had been suggested that a new 
resolution be submitted requesting the reclassification with no change 
in salary, Resolution No. 102 was presented covering this action. Mrs. 
Taffel made a motion that Resolution No. 102 be adopted. Mrs.Rush 
seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director reported on what work had been done on the Rules 
and Regulations, and said that it appeared that at the present time the 
Florida Statutues provided sufficient protection for the Library, She 
reported that she had discussed possible future problems with a Deputy 
Sheriff, and that she believed the Library could operate at the present 
time without a special ordinance. She stated that detailed Rules and 
Regulations would be presented at the next meeting. The possibility of 
providing a Security Guard on duty in the public service area of the new 
Library was discussed. 


The Library Director presented Resolution No. 103, recommending to the 
Board of County Commissioners that the Valuable Papers and Records 
Insurance Policy be taken out for another term with the same pro- 
visions as the current policy, She reported that the policy is updated 
annually to cover the materials acquired during the year, Mr, Casselman 
made a motion that Resolution No. 103 be adopted, and Mrs. Eckler seconded 
the motion, The motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director presented a‘report of the 1971-72 progress of the 
County Library and budget information for 1972-1973 with a tentative 
budget. She explained that this had been prepared in response to a

estimated 10 percent increase in tax receipts over the estimated 
1971-1972 tax receipts. Mr. Casselman seconded the motion. Following 
discussion, the motion carried unanimously.

Minutes of Special Meeting on August 7, 1972 


A special meeting of the Palm Beach County Public Library Advisory 
Board was called to order by the Chairman, Mr. Herbert L. Gildan 
at 8:00 p.m. on Monday, August 7, 1972, at the Library Headquarters 
in Building $862 at Palm Beach International Airport, West Palm 
Beach, Florida. 


A quorum was duly declared with the following members in attendance: 
Mr. Herbert L. Gildan, Chairman, Mr. T. W. Casselman, Mrs. W. E. 
Eckler, Mrs. Shirley Kohl, Mrs. Joseph R. Orsenigo, Mrs. Alan S. 
Rush, Mr. Paul Speicher, Mrs. Charles Taffel, and Mr. Alfred Weeks. 
Also in attendance was Florence E. Biller, Library Director. 


Those who did not attend the meeting were: Mr. Russell 0. Anderson, 
Mrs. Marian Bleech, Mrs. Jean Pipes, and Mr. Robert Stevens. 


The Library Director recommended the adoption of Resolution No. 107 
which would provide for a modification of the rules and regulations 
to allow for a minimum charge to be made for lost or damaged 
materials of $2 per item, and would permit the withholding of loan 
service to any patron who failed to return materials or failed to 
make payment for lost or damaged material. Mr. Speicher moved the 
adoption of Resolution No. 107. Mrs. Rush seconded the motion, and 
the motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director explained that the County Attorney's office 
had advised her that the agreement with the Delray Beach Library 
Association which had been executed for the past four years was not 
legally acceptable. The problem was explained by the Chairman of 
the Library Board who had been in touch with the County Attorney's 
office, Resolution No. 108, recommending to the Board of County 
Commissioners that the agreement between the County and the Delray 
Beach Library Association be executed for the coming Fiscal Year 
exactly as it has been executed in the past, was presented. 

Mr. Speicher moved the adoption of this resolution and Mrs. Taffel 
seconded the motion. Following discussion of the matter, the 
motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director reported that the Annual Report had been 
prepared but the opportunity had not presented itself for it to be 
presented to the members of the Board of County Commissioners by 
the Chairman of the Library Board. It was agreed that the Director 
of the County Library would send a copy of this report to each 
Commissioner immediately. 


The Library Director presented for consideration Resolution No. 109 
which recommended to the Board of County Commissioners that the 

lease for the North County Branch be extended for one year at a 

rent of $450 a month, this option being included as a part ‘of the 
current lease. Mr. Weeks made a motion that this resolution be 
adopted, and Mrs. Eckler seconded it. The motion carried unanimously.

The Library Director presented the 1972-73 Budget and indicated the 
minor modifications that had been necessary because of the receipt 
of funds for the construction of the building and the disbursement 
of these funds. Resolution No. 111, recommending the budget to the 
Board of County Commissioners in its revised form, was presented. 
Mrs. Eckler made a motion that the Resolution be adopted, and 

Mrs. Kohl seconded the motion. The motion carried unanimously. 


The Library Director reported on the status of the book catalog and 
the contract with Science Press covering this project. She indicated 
that the current contract was not considered renewable, and that it 
would be desirable to have a new contract which covered a longer term. 
She also indicated that it would probably be necessary to go to bid 
for this project at this time. 


Resolution No. 112, recommending the continuance of the book catalog 
program, was presented. Mrs. Kohl made a motion that Resolution No. 
112 be adopted, and Mrs. Orsenigo seconded the motion. The motion 
carried unanimously. 


The Library Director reported that Mr. Combs had resigned from the 
Library Board. 


Mrs. Eckler introduced the subject of vacancies on the County Library 
Advisory Board, and the terms which would expire October 1, 1972. 

She suggested that this was the opportunity to call to the Commissioners’ 
attention that, with the redistricting, the members of the Library Board 
no longer were equally representative of all districts. She made a 
motion that the Chairman of the Library Board notify the individual 
Commissioners of the vacancies that would occur in their districts, and 
recommend that these vacancies be filled as soon as possible with each 
district having three members. Mrs. Kohl seconded the motion, and the 
motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Speicher made a motion that the regular August 21st meeting be 
cancelled. Mr. Weeks seconded the motion, and the motion carried 
unanimously. 


Mr. Speicher moved that the meeting adjourn. ‘The Chairman declared 
the meeting adjourned at 9:30 p.m.

The regular meeting of the Palm Beach County Public Library Advisory

in Building S862 at Palm Beach International Airport, West Palm Beach, 
Florida. 


The following members were in attendance: Mr. Herbert L. Gildan, 
Chairman, Mr. T. W. Casselman, Mrs. Joseph R. Orsenigo, and Ñr. Alfred 
Weeks. Also in attendance was Miss Florence E. Biller, Library Director. 


Those who did not attend the meeting were: Mr. Russell 0. Anderson,

While a quorum was not present, Mrs. Charles Taffel voted on actions 
taken by telephone. 


The minutes were held because of lack of a quorum. 


The Library Director reported that the 1972-1973 Budget had been 
approved by the Board of County Commissioners as submitted. 


The Chairman of the Library Board and the Library Director reported 
that on the matter of the Delray Beach Agreement the special act 
establishing the library was being amended by ordinance to permit 
agreements with Library Associations. Following adoption of the 
ordinance, the library agreement with the Delray Beach Library 
Association will be executed by the Board of County Commissioners. 


It was agreed that the dedication of the new building would be on 
November 12, 1972, with Congressman Rogers as the speaker, subject 
to approval of the Board of County Commissioners with regard to the 
date. 


The Library Director recommended the adoption of Resolution No. 113 
approving the State Aid Application. She reported that the application 
had already been submitted to the Board of County Commissioners for 
approval in the interest of time because the application had to be 
executed and returned to the State Library before October 1, 1972. 

Mr. Weeks moved the adoption of Resolution No. 113 and Mrs. Orsenigo 
seconded the motion. The motion carried unanimously with Mrs. Taffel 
favoring the action by telephone. 


The Library Director reported that the County carried only $10,000/ 
$20,000/$10,000 Liability and Property Insurance on the Mobile Library. 
She recommended adoption of Resolution No. 114 recommending to the 
Board of County Commissioners that this liability and property damage 
insurance be increased to $100,000/$300,000/$50,000. Mr. Weeks moved 
the adoption of Resolution No. 114, and Mr. Casselman seconded the 
motion. The motion carried unanimously with Mrs. Taffel favoring the 
action by telephone.

In a discussion of the new building and the facilities, it was noted 
that the water system, while protected with shrubbery, was not well 
protected from possible vandalism. Mr. Weeks made a motion that a 
chain link fence be installed around the water system. Mrs. Rush 
seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 


Miss Biller reported on a recent report she had received in connec- 
tion with the building site which indicated that negotiations between 
FAA and the County were still in progress. 


Mrs. Eckler reported on a meeting of the Dedication Committee, and it 
was agreed that the dedication would be held at 3:00 p.m. on 
November 19, 1972. 


The use of the new Headquarters meeting room was discussed, and it was 
agreed that the room would be open to the public only during library 
hours and that no food could be served for any meeting not sponsored 
by the library. It was also agreed that a formal policy for the use 
of this room would be prepared and adopted. 


Various rules with regard to the public service area were discussed, 
including the provision that there be no smoking, no food or beverage, 
no patrons without ‘shoes, and no patrons without shirt tops. 


The Library Director discussed the fact that a great variety of attire 
was currently in fashion, and suitable appearance of staff members was 
extremely important but no longer something that could be taken for 
granted. After some discussion, it was agreed that the use of uniforms 
for library personnel might be a very good solution to the problem, and 
that Miss Biller would investigate both rental and purchase provisions 
for such uniforms. 


It was called to the attention of the Board members that customarily 
the October meeting is the annual meeting with election of officers. 
Since the notice to the meeting had not included the fact that the 

officers would be elected at the October meeting, Mrs. Eckler made a
